This is an interim review of the one 
published volume of the projected 15-vol- 
ume Encyclopedia of World Art. 

This publication is appearing simultane- 
ously in English- and Italian-language 
editions as Encyclopedia of World Art and 
Enciclopedia universale dell’arte. It was 
originated by the Istituto per la Collabora- 
zione Culturale in Rome, an organization 
established jointly by the Fondazione 
Giorgio Cini of Venice and the publisher 
G. C. Sansoni of Florence “for the express 
purpose of initiating and producing multi- 
volume reference works requiring inter- 
national cooperation.” The Fondazione 
Giorgio Cini is well known for its philan- 
thropic encouragement of the arts and its 
organization of a series of distinguished 
exhibitions. Sansoni is a publisher of finely 
produced art books. McGraw-Hill ob- 
tained world English-language rights for 
the Encyclopedia of World Art in 1957. 
Volume I (Aalto-Asia Minor) was pub- 
lished in December, 1959; volume II is 
expected in April, 1960, and additional 
volumes are to appear at quarterly inter- 
vals until the completion of the set with 
volume XV in 1963. The Italian editorial 
board, working with the advice of the In- 
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ternational Council of Scholars, “is re- 
sponsible for both the general plan and 
the execution of the work.” The editor in 
chief is Massimo Pallottino, a faculty 
member of the University of Rome and a 
leading Etruscologist. Mario Salmi of the 
University of Rome is the president of the 
International Council of Scholars, which 
consists of some 137 authorities from 30 
countries, most of them pre-eminent 
scholars in the field of art history. Most 
of the Council members are also contribu- 
tors to the Encyclopedia. The English- 
language edition is being prepared with 
the guidance of the following editorial ad- 
visory committee: W. G. Constable, for- 
mer curator of painting at the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts; Lloyd Goodrich, 
director of the Whitney Museum of Amer-

Articles originally written in 
languages other than English are trans- 
lated directly from the languages used by 
the contributors. In general, the English- 
language edition will correspond to the 
Italian version, with the exception of a 
more extensive treatment of American 
art, some 300 additional short biographies, 
additional cross references, and a few 
minor editorial changes. 

The purpose of the Encyclopedia of 
World Art, as stated in the Preface, “is to 
encompass our present knowledge of the 
arts within a single work that is factually 
complete within the limits of possibility, 
sensitive to the nuances of recent critical 
thought, unified in the organization of its 
vast and varied subject matter, reliable 
in scholarship by reason of the collabora- 
tion of specialists in each area, clearly 
addressed to its audience without requir- 
ing previous specialized preparation, and 
attractive and serviceable in the wealth 
and technical excellence of its illustra- 
tions. 

“The subject matter of the Encyclopedia 
consists of the representational arts in the 
broadest sense, that is, architecture, sculp- 
ture, and painting, and every other man- 
made object that, regardless of its purpose 
or technique, enters the field of esthetic 
judgment because of its form or decora- 
tion. No limits of any kind have been set 
with regard to the time, place, or cultural 
environment of the manifestations of ar- 
tistic interest: Every aspect, from the most 
distant prehistoric times to the present 
day, from the art of the great centers of 
civilization to the products of primitive 
peoples, has been considered.” 

The form chosen for the presentation of 
this material is that of a limited number 
of monographs of “sufficient length to 
develop their content with the desired 
completeness.” Articles in volume I range 
in length from half a column (Aertsen) 
to 104 columns (Americas: Art since 
Columbus). They are signed in full, with 
the exception of a few short sections 
designated as editorial text by the use of 
a double asterisk.

often the result of the collaboration of 
several specialists in the various aspects 
under consideration, and each section is 
signed with its contributor’s name. The 
list of contributors to volume I indicates 
their positions and/or institutional affilia- 
tions. 

The articles may be divided into three 
major types: historical (including biog- 
raphy), conceptual and systematic, and 
geographical. Of the 58 articles in volume 
I, 36 are of the first type, 6 of the second, 
and 16 of the third. 

Some of the historical articles deal with 
aspects of art not systematically sum- 
marized in other publications, for ex- 
ample, Afro-American Art and Arabian 
Pre-Islamic Art. Especially useful fea- 
tures of many of the biographical articles 
are summaries and evaluations of critical 
and bibliographical sources and lists of the 
artists’ works, divided into documented 
and signed works and attributed works. 
The conceptual articles often present a 
synthesis of material from many fields,

brought to bear in an original way on 
some problem or phenomenon of art, for 
example, Antique Revival and Architec- 
ture. The geographical articles include 
topographical inventories of the important 
monuments. 

The articles are excellent concise re- 
capitulations of the extent of present 
knowledge in the areas under considera- 
tion. Much of this material has hitherto 
been available, if published, only in de- 
tailed research reports in languages other 
than English. Although scholarly in tone, 
the text should be comprehensible to the 
intelligent layman or student. The con- 
ciseness of the articles and their extensive 
bibliographies make them an excellent 
starting point for further investigation. 

Articles are arranged alphabetically. 
The Contents gives the beginning column 
number for each article. Longer articles 
are divided into sections, and the column 
numbers for these divisions are given in 
a summary, following the introductory 
part of the article, greatly facilitating ref- 
erence to any specific topic. Cross refer- 
see and q.v. 


ences are of three types: 
references within articles and see refer- 
ences from entries not used to those under 
which information may be found, for ex- 
ample, Anatomy. See Human Figure. Of 
the 74 entries in volume I, 16 are cross 
references of the last type. 


Volume XV is to be devoted to an 
analytical index. 

The chronologically arranged bibliogra- 
phies are very comprehensive and up-to- 
date, including general and specialized 
monographs and periodical articles pub- 
lished as recently as 1958. They are often 
subdivided to follow immediately the rele- 
vant sections of the articles. Abbreviations 
are extensively used in the bibliographies, 
chiefly for periodical titles. Most of them 
would be understood by students of the 
various fields, but there is a list of abbre- 
viations at the front of the volume. 

Illustrative material includes figures in 
the text and monochrome and color plates. 
Text figures include architectural plans 
and sections, decorative motifs, maps, city 
plans, and line drawings of other objects,

many done especially for the Encyclo- 
pedia. They are excellent amplifications 
of the text. The maps especially are clear 
and uncluttered and yet adequate for the 
location of sites mentioned in the text. It 
is somewhat surprising to see the meas- 
urements in city plans given in meters and 
yards—meters and feet would perhaps be 
more usual. Distances on maps are given 
in kilometers and miles, and architectural 
plans are measured in meters and feet. 
Some difficulty may be experienced in at- 
tempting to locate a text figure referred 
to by number in the text unless the reader 
has perused the Editorial Criteria, in 
which he is informed that “text illustra- 
tions are identified by the number of the 
column in which they appear.” These 
numbers do not appear in the captions of 
the text figures. 

The plates are excellent. Many were 
photographed especially for the Encyclo- 
pedia, and it is stated in the Editorial 
Criteria that “Within the limits of ade- 
quate illustration of the topic, preference 
has been given to subjects that are 
not overly familiar in reproduction or 
have never been reproduced in print be- 
fore. . . .” Particularly enlightening are 
the many details of architecture and 
paintings and the aerial views of cities. 
They not only amplify the text but in 
themselves make most enjoyable brows- 
ing. Great care has been taken to make 
the color plates as faithful to the original 
works as possible. According to the pub- 
lisher, the set will contain some 5,600 
pages of black-and-white plates and 1,400 
pages of color plates. Volume I contains 
444 black-and-white and 98 color illustra- 
tions, many of full-page size. The collec- 
tions of some 174 museums and indi- 
viduals are represented in the illustrations 
of volume I. 

Although the plates are grouped at the 
end of the volume, text and plates are 
interrelated in an unusually thorough 
manner: the Contents lists the inclusive 
numbers of the plates for each article, 
references are made to text figures and 
plates at the appropriate points in the

It is unusual to find such a large number 
of fine illustrations in a work intended 
primarily for reference use. 

The Encyclopedia is sturdily bound in 
dark blue buckram with gold stamping. 
The text is clearly and legibly printed, 
with entries in boldface and running heads 
in capitals. A double-column page is used. 
The paper is of good quality, rather 
heavier than that found in most encyclo- 
pedias, and has a dull finish. Margins of 
the text and plates are adequate. 

In accordance with Subscription Books 
Committee policy, no recommendation is 
made on the basis of only volume I of a 
multivolume set. However, if the stand- 
ards of quality evident in volume I are 
maintained throughout the set, the Ency- 
clopedia of World Art will become a major 
addition to reference material in the field 
of art history.

Censorship, the freedom to publish, and the 
citizen’s right to have access to reading mat- 
ter considered objectionable by some segment 
of the populace are thoroughly examined in 
this selection of commentaries. Sixty some 
individual American and English writers, 
jurists, and sociologists, and a half-dozen 
organizations are represented. The selections 
present a historical review of attitudes on 
obscenity and censorship, court decisions on 
literature, censorship for expression of politi- 
cal beliefs, the stand of writers, librarians, and 
publishers, the threat to schools, and con- 
sideration of reasons that free access to books 
is vital to American democracy. Editorial in- 
troduction and interpretation of the selections 
are kept to a minimum since the writings 
themselves are sufficiently stimulating and 
challenging. 


Motley, Mary. Devils in waiting. Viking,

Looking back 20 years, an Englishwoman 
vividly pictures a two-year stay in French 
Equatorial Africa where, as the wife of a 
French military official, she became ac- 
quainted with the conventions of colonialism 
and, unlike most of her feminine colleagues, 
attempted to learn more about the African 
people and countryside.

A novel based on the life of Fanny Kemble, 
the nineteenth-century English actress. While 
the early scenes spotlight Fanny’s theater 
family—including her famous aunt Sarah 
Siddons—and Fanny’s own debut as Juliet at 
nineteen, the major share of the plot is con- 
cerned with Fanny’s tempestuous marriage 
with the wealthy American planter, Pierce 
Butler. Fanny’s natural high spirits and in- 
dependence do not fit in well with her hus- 
band’s requirements for absolute submissive- 
ness in a wife, and their completely opposed 
views about slavery and slave labor and their 
differences of opinion as to their daughter’s 
upbringing lead first to quarrels, then increas- 
ing coldness, and finally to divorce. The novel 
is more significant for its reflection of the 
contemporary social scene than for develop- 
ment of character.

The book is an outgrowth of a selected list of 
books published in This Week Magazine April 
12, 1959. The writings of about 100 individual 
authors—in some cases several works of one 
author are suggested—represent the intellec- 
tual development of the West. Eastern writ- 
ings are represented in anthology form and 
the selection is admittedly geared to tastes 
and interests of the English-speaking reader. 
The 500-1,000 word comments on each work 
or author are somewhat written down but are 
invitingly informal. A compilation of avail- 
able hardbound and paperbound editions of 
the works suggested is extremely useful for 
readers who want to build their own library. 
There is no index of authors or titles. The 
book is a good guide for the reader with or 
without formal education who needs direction 
in significant reading.

The Arctic: islands of the frozen sea. Na- 
tional Film Board of Canada.

Pictures and a map of Queen Elizabeth 
Islands in Canada, contemporary prints, logs, 
and journals of early explorers William Parry, 
John Davis, Otto Sverdrup, Adolphus Greely, 
and William Baffin (who first saw the Arctic 
shores in 1616) set the stage for a foray by 
camera into a region of the High Arctic un- 
changed today. Grandeur of glaciers and ice 
formations, animals, vegetation, and undersea 
life are brilliantly photographed, both during 
the long winter and when the summer with 
its long day briefly transforms the area. Parts 
of the journals are read to give firsthand 
experiences of the explorers, and the use of 
different voices quoting from the logs lends 
variety and a refreshing quality to the care- 
fully prepared narration. Background music 


is appropriate. Men and boys will probably 
find this unusual film most fascinating. 


The golden age of Flemish painting. Nar- 
rated by Pamela Brown.

The works of eight Flemish primitive painters 
are analyzed and the distinguishing traits of 
each artist discussed to characterize the 
golden age of the Flemish arts, mainly dur- 
ing the fifteenth century. Jan Van Eyck, 
founder of the Flemish school, invented the 
use of space and depth and was a proponent 
of the realistic portrait. Roger Van Der Wey- 
den (Roger de la Pasture) introduced emo- 
tion and drama. Dirk Bouts was the “poet 
of impassiveness,” portraying restrained ardor 
and extreme reserve. Hugo Van Der Goes’s 
innovation was the juxtaposition of toil-worn 
plebian people with the angels. Hans Mem- 
ling depicted “friendship between God, things 
and people” with paintings of gentle, tender 
mood. Hieronymus Bosch, precurser of sur- 
realism, was concerned with the major atti- 
tudes of the Middle Ages—the hope of heaven, 
the dread of hell, and the deploring of sinful- 
ness. Quentin Metsys, midway between Van 
Eyck and Rubens, showed influences of both 
the Gothic and the Renaissance styles. Peter 
Brueghel, a Renaissance painter whose tech- 
nique turns back to the fifteenth-century ar- 
tists, portrays the littleness, the drollness, and 
the anguish of men. Music of Flemish com- 
posers of the period fittingly underscores the 
informative narration and the excellent cam- 
era treatment of the paintings. The film may 
be purchased complete or in eight separate 
reels, each dealing with one artist and titled 
with his name, but carrying full production 
credits. Recommended for art students and 
for history, music, and literature classes 
studying the Middle Ages as well as for gen- 
eral audiences interested in these subjects. 


Hawaii—the fiftieth state. Encyclopaedia 
Britannica Films. 1959. 17min. $90; color, 
$180. 

This provides an overview of the Hawaiian 
Islands’ geology, history, geography, economy, 
and strategic importance to the mainland of 
the U.S. It opens with spectacular scenes of 
voleanic activity, pointing out the volcanic 
origins of the Hawaiian Archipelago. Beauti- 
ful close-ups of the people reveal fascinating 
faces with an almost infinite variety of ances- 
tries. Modern buildings and landmarks seen 
include the Aloha Tower, the University of 
Hawaii, and tourist hotels. More than a 
travelog, however, the film discusses the 
economy based on sugar, pineapple, and 
other industries of this new state, the daily 
lives of the people at work, and aspects of 
the home life and recreation. An educational 
and recreational film useful with a wide range 
of audiences from preadolescent through 
adult, it is probably the best of the new crop 
of films on Hawaii.

Indonesia: new nation of Asia. Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica Films. 1959. 16min. 
$90; color, $180. 


Seen through the eyes of an Indonesian school 
teacher, this does a remarkable job of cover- 
age in 16 minutes of the history and develop- 
ment of a large and complex nation. The po- 
litical situation is not stressed, but the viewer 
is presented with many of the problems which 
exist in this new nation today. The education 
of the people, population growth, and the de- 
velopment of agricultural and natural re- 
sources are a few of the major problems 
touched on. The contributions of the Dutch 
are merely mentioned but are not dwelt on. 
Cultural aspects are shown in colorful scenes 
from the Indonesian theater and traditional 
dances of Bali. An excellent film for intro- 
duction to southeastern Asia which can be 
used for adult discussion groups and pro- 
grams on the problems of nationalism and 
independence for these new nations. 


The living stone. John Feeney, script, di- 
rection, and editing. National Film Board 
of Canada. 1958. 33min. color, $260. 


The film maker has created here a unique 
work of art much in the spirit of Robert 
Flaherty’s works. Having entered intimately 
into the life of a few Eskimos at Cape Dorset 
on Baffin Island, he reveals the glow of their 
inner spirit. The viewer gets to know some 
of their beliefs as conveyed in carvings and 
legends. The Eskimo’s approach to carving 
is closely bound up with his belief that a 
spirit exists in all things, and these spirits of 
nature can be influenced by releasing the 
image the artist sees imprisoned in stone and 
other objects. The film is concerned with the 
legend of Nuleakjuk, “mother of all life in 
the sea,” and of Niviaksi, “who carved her 
image,” as related by an old hunter to en- 
raptured children. An interesting sculpture 
sequence reveals many beautiful carvings. As 
the legend unfolds, one sees the Eskimos in 
ceremonial feasting and dancing, demonstrat- 
ing their basic code of life: “We take from 
the sea what we are given and give to each 
other what we have.” A slowly paced, quiet- 
ly charming film with appeal to a wide age 
range, it should foster an understanding and 
appreciation of the art of the arctic lands. 
A shorter classroom version, The Eskimo in 


life and legend, is distributed in the US. by 
Encyclopaedia Britannica Films, 22min., $120; 
color, $240. 


Lovers and clowns. George K. Arthur. 
Distributor: GO Pictures, Inc., 37 W. 57th 
St., N.Y. 19. 1958; released in U.S. 1959. 
10min. $95. 


That the French have inspiration and taste 
in creating films, as they have in artistic ex- 
pression in general, is shown in this rare 
short film, a further example of the French 
touch. This time it is animals in action at 
the famous zoo in Vincennes, France. The 
lovers of the title are the affectionate lions; 
the clowns are the gossiping monkeys. Bras- 
sai, versatile writer, painter, sculptor, and 
photographer, has caught these and other ani- 
mals as if they were “taking candid pictures 
of themselves.” There is no narration. Louis 
Bessiére’s musical score is synchronized to 
the rhythmic, sometimes obstreperous move- 
ments of the animals. Recommended for chil- 
dren, who will have fun watching penguins, 
gymnastic giraffes, and gibbons doing a ballet 
in slow motion, and for adults for amusement 
and appreciation of exceptional photography. 


Night in a pet shop. George K. Arthur. 
Distributor: Contemporary Films. 1959. 
13min. $105. 


Anyone at all curious about goings on in a 
pet shop at night should see this film. Ex- 
cellent photography and editing make for a 
thoroughly delightful essay on animals in 
these surroundings. There is no narration, 
just the sounds of animals and other everyday 
noises which lend a realistic touch; for ex- 
ample, a noisy garbage truck produces a 
chorus of fearful sounds from the animals. 
The star of the show is a chimpanzee who ' 
turns in several wonderful ham acting se- 
quences. Eventually a passer-by is attracted 
by the commotion, is astonished by the sight 
of a chimp in the window, but ambles on, 
seemingly convinced that it is produced by 
a combination of inebriation and lateness of 
hour. Highly recommended for all groups and 
all ages. 


The old order Amish. Made under auspices 
of Pennsylvania Folklife Society, Kutz- 
town, Pa. Vincente R. Tortora. Distribu- 
tor: Vedo Films, 962 Salisbury Court, 
Lancaster, Pa. 1959. 32min. color, $195. 


The “Old Order” Amish people are considered 
the strictest of the Mennonite orders, and 
some 8,000 live in Lancaster County in south- 
eastern Pennsylvania. The men with their 
beards, the women with full-length dark 
dresses and bonnets continue to bring up 
their children in the old ways, doing without 
electricity or plumbing in their homes, using 
outmoded farming methods, and remaining in 
complete isolation from the modern world. 


. Two years were spent in capturing these 


authentic scenes, made more difficult by the 
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natural reluctance of the people to be photo- 
graphed. A viewer’s reaction may be to won- 
der whether the Amish can continue to main- 
tain their traditions and how such a group 
can resist the tides of progress. This is an 
amateur production, but done with loving 
care, and as a contribution to genuine Ameri- 
cana it has value and interest. Recommended 
because nothing about this sect has been 
available on film heretofore. 


Plant supervisors’ problems. Text-Film 
Department, McGraw-Hill Book Co. 1959. 
6 films, each, 6-9 min. 6 films, set, $350; 
each, $65; color, set, $675; each, $125. 


The series, like the “Office supervisors’ prob- 
lems” series (BOOKLIST 55:238, Ja 1 59), is 
based on case-study material furnished by 
the Education and Training Department of 
the Aluminum Company of America. Each 
film dramatizes a typical plant situation in- 
volving difficulties between employees and 
their supervisors. Accompanied by an excel- 
lent guide to aid the discussion leader, the 
films are especially designed for case-study 
discussions for first-line and middle-level 
supervisors. Situations are human and most 
of them apply to office as well as plant super- 
vision. This well-dramatized, well-acted 
series supplements the older U.S. Office of 
Education supervision series. A new level of 
management may possibly be attracted to the 
library through the films. 


DELEGATING WORK. The accumulation of a 
supervisor’s troubles because he has never 
learned to delegate responsibility makes for 
good discussion. The situation is not over- 
emphasized in view of the importance of 
effective work delegation. 


ENFORCING RULES AND PROCEDURES. A mainte- 
nance mechanic wins official approval for 
emergency trouble shooting after his super- 
visor forbids him to leave assigned work. A 
basic film for the supervisor and one which 
should encourage discussion of ways for es- 
tablishing reasonable rules and effective dis- 
ciplinary methods. 


THE HIDDEN GRIEVANCE. After modifying a com- 
plaining employee’s working conditions sev- 
eral times, a supervisor learns that the real 
complaint is the employee’s belief that he 
should not have been given a new and, to 
him, tougher job. As a result the plant gets 
a written grievance from the union. A dis- 
cussible film that will alert supervisors to 
grievance symptoms. 


THE PERSONAL PROBLEM. Effect of conditions 
outside office and plant on an individual’s at- 
titudes and behavior on the job are shown by 
a mechanic whose wife has an incurable dis- 
ease. The foreman’s obviously wrong ap- 
proach to the situation may limit discussion 


but cause supervisors to examine their own 
ideas and methods for handling human situa- 
tions. 


PERSONALITY CONFLICT. The misunderstanding 
that develops between a cocky but competent 
employee and his supervisor is a concrete 
example of what can happen when two con- 
flicting personalities must work together. Dis- 
cussion will bring out the kinds of adjust- 
ments that supervisor and employee must 
make to have harmony and productivity. 


THE TROUBLE WITH WOMEN. Humorous but ex- 
aggerated dramatization of good points and 
drawbacks of having women employees in 
plants points up difficulties in supervising 
women and ways of overcoming these diffi- 
culties. 


Quetico. Christopher Chapman for the 
Quetico Foundation. Distributor: Contem- 
porary Films. 1959. 22min. color, $200. 


A quietly beautiful nature film that depicts 
the grandeur, scenic beauty, and wild life of 
Quetico in Thunder Bay District, on the 
boundary of Ontario, Canada and Minnesota. 
French-Canadian folk music is used as back- 
ground as a camper in a canoe explores the 
wilderness. Sensitive photography of nature 
captures the mood of this vastness. The sound 
track is not marred with narration but car- 
ries only the sounds one would hear in the 
woods and along streams and lakes, such as 
the cry of a loon and wind in the trees. The 
camper observes animals and the changing 
landscape; serenity and tranquillity prevail 
as he fishes and makes and breaks camp. 
Since the film was produced for the Quetico 
Foundation, the viewer is reminded of the 
need to preserve areas such as this from the 
encroachments of civilization. A film for 
campers, conservationists, and nature lovers, 
a reminder of the joy of rediscovery—alone— 
much in the manner of Thoreau.
